Another fire at 
2 o'clock on Wednesday morning, des- 
troyed .Qantert's business block on Third 
street caused a total loss of S-i'J.OOU; in- 
sured for 327.000. The heaviest losers by 
this fire are George A. Metzger, whole- 
sale drugs, 516,000; insurance, S-i.COO; 
Fred Kroner, S15.0CO; folly insured; S- 
Gantort, furniture, loss S4,OCO; fully in-, 
sured.

bad bosn gradually growing weaker and 
woal;or from hunger and oxposuro, -olt that 
bo was dying, and, looking at the tbroo or 
us from tho utoru, whom bo was lying, »aid, 
in a we:ii: voice: "I shall never forgot. 
Oood-by; good-oy; I am dying." Thoso 
wuro his bias words. Vo kopt bis body, 
thinking tho rest of u* might yet bo ras- 
cued. 
Wre kopt on rowing towar'l whora 


we thought luiiil lay, though every stroke 
was weaker than thu last, und none knew at 
wlwt moment one of us would give up In 
dwpuir. 
On I'Yiday, utter Jamus -McDon- 


ald died, Angus McDonald said he was starv- 
ing and thirsty : that !»' must have some- 
thhig to oat ami cirink, and that he was go- 
ing to drink Juntos' blood. Ho bad no 
sooner uttered tho words when Le aelzod a 
knifo, cut oil Jim's arm, .sucking some of 
the blood nnd eatin-.; iOnu of tho llesh. Then 
looking at mo with his mouth smeared with 
lilood and a pluco of Hush iu bis band, La 
uskoil MIU if 1 would hnve somo, remarking 
nt the timo that t!io blood tailed like cream.

the intnreetfl of Wisconsin tobacco grow- 
ers: 


To the Dane County Tobacco Growers 


Association: Pursuant to the request of 
the executive commitree, i have made a 
short visit to Washington and a brief re- 
port is perhaps not out of order. 
Dr. 


Lord, ot EdgertoB, was, as you are aware 
sent there at an early day by tie North- 
weatero association. He has done his 
work, well and faithfully, and in his efforta 
has been earnestly aided by our members 
of congress. Dr. Lord and other agentB 
had presented the facto and figures to the 
committees, and it is hoped that thsy will 
hear fruit. No doubt L>r. Lord will pre- 
sent hia report to the Northwestern asso- 
ciation, to which I be(f to refer you. 


No one can tell what ths final result 


will be. There is strong opposition on 
the part of tobacco importers and msuy 
cigar rniuufacturea to high tariff, and 
thoro are some very influential represen- 
tatives from tho large importing cities 
who will exert themselves to the utmost 
to keep tbo tariff down. There is no 
hope of a higher duty than 75 cents per 
pound ut the present, and timo only can 
tell whether that can bo f ecured. It will 
be some time yet before the question is 
decided. ID tbo meantime, tho safe way 
is to be prepared for tba worst. It will 
not be ut all surprising it all legislation 
011 the subject this season is defeated. 


Ttiu causes of the defeat of the hoped 


for IrgiblutioD, if it is defeated, are first 
and foremost the ioyaoro importers and 
cifur manufacturers. 1'lien there are a 
few freetraders, per ««, wl.o will hit a pro- 
tective head wherever they see it. Their 
number is, however, not large, and grad- 
ually but constantly growing less. The 
south, hitherto the stronghold of the free 
traders, is rapidly nmrtialing on tho side 
of protection. They aro being aroused 
to tho fact that they have a glorious 
couutry, in which manufactures as well 
as agriculture will thrive, and that they, 
even more than the north, want protec- 
tion. There are, however, some free 
traders who show most excellent sense 
on tho tobacco question. Ono leading 
democrat and hitheito supposed 'ree 
trader, told mo that it would be very in- 
consistent to have a heavy murnal reve- 
nue tax on tubncco an? thtu admit for. 
eign tobacco free, and that he was in 
favor ufa high duty so ti8 to not diecrim 
inato agumst our own producers; and in 
this view ho if not aloce, by any mean* 
Then there aro mnny protectionists whi 
aro 
averse 
to 
meddling 
witl 


the

being afraid that iS the subject is opened 
the law us a whole, may be made worse 
instead of better, and this elnss will no 
put forth any great effort to open the 
question. Protectionists, except tbe woo 
and tobacco men, are generally pretty 
well satisfied with the tariff aa a whole 
If, however, the tobacco amendment can 
be presented in a wa? so as to not en- 
danger the tariff in other directions, 
they will vote for it. 


The recent ruling of the treasury de- 


partment is much more favorable than it 
wan under tho preceding administration, 
and it that ruhnc ia sustained by the 
conrts.it accomplishes, as I understand, 
all that tbe proposed nmendment would 
accomplish. It is, however, feared that 
the decision may not bo sustained by the 
courts, and that Sumatra tobacco must, 
under the law, bo admitted at a duty of 
only 35 cents per pound instead of 75 
cent", ae was doubtless intended by con- 
gress. 
I cannot doubt that ultimately a proper 
duty will be imposed on tobacco. 
It 


cannot be possible that congress will re- 
fuse to protect our farming interests 
agamst cooly labor, or refuse to keep 
millions o£ dollcrs at home that under 
free importation of tobacco would annu- 
ally go out of the country. The Ameri- 
can farmer may justly demand an ex- 
clusive right .for bis staple produots in 
the American market.
